In addition to his literary and political 
activities, Amiri Baraka has continued to 
teach and lecture on Black art and culture, 
and is an internationally respected figure in 
the Black Liberation Movement. He has lec- 
tured throughout the U.S., as well as in 
Africa, Europe, the Carribean, Japan and 
Canada. He is currently teaching classes on 
Pan-African literature at Stony Brook College 
at the State University of New York, and also 
teaches at Columbia University, N.Y. 


Baraka has a long list of writings to his credit, 
including: Blues People; Dutchman and 
the Slave; Home; Social Essays; Motion 
of History; Black Music; and Black Fire: 
An Anthology of Afro-American Writing. 
His newest books, published in October 
1979, are Selected Poetry of Amiri 
Baraka/Leroi Jones and Selected Plays 
and Prose of Amiri Baraka/Leroi Jones. 
He is currently doing a historical series on 
self-determination and democracy and 
preparing to write a novel later in the year. 


Amiri Baraka has continued to be active in the 
struggle against racism and capitalism, has 
continued to organize artists, and par- 
ticipates in the struggle for Black liberation. 
He is currently a member of the League of 
Revolutionary Struggle (Marxist-Leninist). 


LLEWELLYN HARRISON - Lighting 
Designer-recently designed lighting and set 
for TUI’s production of HOME at Symphony 
Hall. He also did the set design for Hazel 
Bryant’s production BLACK NATIVITY which 
was performed in Rome as well as nationally.
